Twenty five Deaths 
Reported 


From Minneapolis in One Week 


— Cases Elsewhere 


There is a deadly epidemic of rn-n 
ingitis, or spotted fever raging through 
out the entire northwest, from the coast 
clear to 
the twin cities or farther. 
Twenty-live deaths occurred in Minnea­ 
polis last week and five deaths from 
that eau e have occurred in (. row W ing 
county within the same time. 
Dr. J. A. T h a b e s was seen by a Dis 
catch reporter this morning concerning 
th - matter and stated that careful ex 
amination showed no connection be 
tween the cases, they appearing epi­ 
demic rather than contagious. 
The 
first case reported was a child in the 
country out from St. Mathias. 
There 
has been one death iu the mill district 
and two in Southeast Brainerd. 
One 
case reported is a transient who died at 
the N, P. hospital, being brought there 
sicft. 
Out of seven cases Avo have died 
and the other two are still very low. 
Dr. Thabes states that the discase is 
epidemic in Dakota and Montana and 
on the Pacific coast, showing that the 
cause, whatever it is is a general and 
not a local one. 
Tbe only condition be 
can suggest as causing the epidemic is 
the abnormally cold and 
wet weather 
weather that has prevailed over tho en­ 
tire northwest for several months.
